Ireland's ice, 


Viscount French, in his speech in Bel- 
fast yesterday, disclosed an important 
aspect of the Government's Irish policy. 
We say of the Government's policy, for we 
assume that the Lord Lieutenant did not 
speak without the authority of the Cabinet 
behind him in outlining a wide and com- 
prehensive programme of Irish imdustrial 
development. He took as the text of his 
speech the varied prosperity of Belfast 
and the industrial North of which he has 
seen ample evidence during his recent 
round of visits. The war has brought 
Ulster an added, and an honourably 
added, prosperity. Its two great indus- 
tries—shipbuilding and the linen trade— 
have both been called ypop to play a great 
part in the Allied cause, and have played 
it worthily. His study of the industrial 
activity of Belfast has impressed on the 
Lord Lieutenant the immense possibilities 
of similar developmeft in other parts of 
Ireland. The staple industry of the South 
and West of Ireland is, and must remain, 
agriculture. Here also the war, with its 
universal restriction of the sources of 
food supply, is responsible for that un- 
precedented prosperity now enjoyed by 
Irish agriculture to which the Irish bank 
balances bear eloquent witness. This 
prosperity, as Lord French pointed out, 
is not, like so much of that essentially 
unreal appearance of prosperity which war 
@xditions have produced in Great Britain, 
a transient phenomenon. It should long 
outlast the war which, in the Lord 
Lieutenant's words, has been the means 
whereby “the foundation of wealth has 
been well and truly laid for the first time 
in all the history of our beloved Ireland.” 

This foundation of the permanent pros- 
perity of Ireland the Irish Executive, with 
the support of the Government, proposes 
by all possible means to conserve and 
develop. The Lord Lieutenant outlined a 
wide programme directed towards this end. 
It hopes by 4-judicious policy to assist 
further in the development of agricultural] 
production and its subsidiary industries. 
It .aims also at exploiting the latent 
mineral wealth of Ireland and utilising 
the magnificent natural harbours of the 
west coast as commercial ports. Lord 
French announced that the Chief Secre 
tary has conceived great ideas as to the 
possibilities of developing the mineral 
wealth of Ireland, has already personally 
visited many places with this object in

The Ministry of Information. 


There was a lively discussion in the 
House of Commons last night on the 
Ministry of Information, a department 
which was seriously criticised in the last 
report of the Select Committee on National 
Expenditure. Like many other depart- 
ments which have been created since 
August, 1914, the Ministry of Information 
was brought into being without a proper 
examination of the task which it would be 
called upon to perform. The result is 
that its work, while exceedingly costly, 
has not been as effective as it might have 
been. Originally there were three 
Bureaus, each working independently, and 
each at liberty to incur any expenditure 
which it considered necessary. Last year 
the Government decided to merge the three 
offices in the Ministry of Information, but 
no arrangements were made to control the 
financial operations of the new Department, 
which was left with unlimited credit on 
the public purse. In October last Mr. 
Robert Donald, a member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Department, made a 
report, in which he strongly criticised its 
management. He cited several instances 
of wasteful expenditure agd cases where 
wrong methods hed betn employed. 
The accuracy of Mr. Donald's statements 
was challenged, but after careful inquiry 
the Committee on Expenditure found 
that there was “considerable foundation 
for his criticism, especially with regard to 
the lack of financial control and wasteful 
expenditure.” Since he took office Lord 
Beaverbrook has greatly improved the 
efficiency of the Departhhent, but much 
still remains to be done, and it is doubt- 
ful whether even radical reorganisation 
could effect the saving at which he aims. 
One step in the right direttion was 
announced in the House last night by 
Mr. Baldwin: that in future the 
Treasury will have substantial con- 
trol over the finances of the De- 
partment. Mr. Leif Jones, who opened 
the debate, characterised the Ministry's 
methods as “detestably vulgar,” and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time had come 
when its activities should cease. What- 
ever differences of opinion exist regarding 
the methods that have been employed, very 
few intelligent people will agree with Mr. 
Jones that propaganda at home, in Allied 
countries, and in neutral countries is un- 
necessary.
